HISTORY OF THE BATTERY 


The 22nd Battery was organized 
in the year 1921. Lieut.-Col, A. G, 
B, Lewis, V.D., was the moving spirit; 
he had connections in Ottawa, else

From its inception, this battery was 
a@ credit to the town It trained a 
lot of boys, not only military but. 
athletic training. fhe Gleichen Gun- 
ner Hockey team, which was a pro- 
duct of this unit, did more to ad- 
vertise the town than anything else, 
and it stimulated healthy sports which 
has xever died. 

When Major Lewis was mude

In February, 1941, the 22nd pro- 
ceeded to Debert where it remained 
unti] embarking for overseas on the 
French liner Pasteur. The landing 
was made at Gourock, Scotland, No. 
vember 13, 1941. ‘The battery then 
took over barracks at Farnborough, 
Hants. The next 31 months were 
spent in intensive training of al kinds, 
The operational schemes started in 
with Battery and Regimenta] opera- 
, tions and worked up to divisional and 
corps, 

During the summer and fall of 1943 
water schemes were introduced iyto 
the training, and it was then felt 
that the much talked of D-Day was 
near at hand. The 25 pounder was re- 
placed by the 105MM American selt- 
prepelled gun. Many weeks of the 
winter of 1943-44 were spent in com- 
bined operations with the army, navy 
and air force. 

Under the command of Major J, D. 
Baird, the 22nd Battery landed on the 
beaches at Coursailles-sur-Mer on 
D-Day. The first casualties were 
suffered when an 88MM got a direct 
hit on B Troop Command Post. The 
moves were frequent for the first four 
days, but on arrival at Bray, on J) 
plus four, things were easier for a 
while. 

During the third week in June the 
Battery moved up to Bretteville 
where it helped break up severa) 
counter attacks on the front of the 
Hitler Youth Diyision, From Brette- 
ville the Battery went on to Rotts, 
Carpiquet, and finally, in the vicinity 
of Hells Corner, north of Caen, 
flares were encontered for the first 
time, and eight-foot slit trenches

Then there were Gleichen Gunners 
who paid the supreme sacrifice; they 
are our real heros: Jackie Robinson 
was an active member of the unit and 
lost his life on the shores of France 
on D-day.

The unit was mobilized at Gleivhen 
the first week of June 1940 and thelr 
record throughout the war was c¥ 
cellent. 

Now for a short history of the Bat- 
tery. 

The 22nd Canadian Field Battery 
was organized at Gleichen in 1921, 
Together with the 78th Battery from 


facilitate the handling of tourist 
traffic needs, 

While the dominion government !s 
giving some financial assistance to 
the building of roads to mining 
centres, it is believed that it should 
do much more in aiding construction 
of tourist highways, especially in 
Alberta which has more national 
parks than any other province.

Battery laid down the heaviest bar- 
rage in France. Guns averaged 750 
rounds each{ for a day's shooting, The 
22nd moved to Caen for two days, 
then to 'Tilley-La-Champagne, where 
it was relieved by the Fourth Divis- 
jon during the last week in July. 

The Battery was moved back to 
Bageau, where the guns were changed 
to 25 poundg:s, The 8th of August 
saw the 22nd move forward again 
taking up a position between Caen 
and Falaise Gap. Following ~ this 
action, there ensued a mad dash for 
Seine, whjch was crossed near Abbe- 
ville, By the third week in September 
the Battery was in position to sup- 
port the infantry in the liberation of 
Roulogne, Calais was next in line, 
then the crossing of the Belgian 
border, near Poperinghe. After 48 
hours rest the next move was to 
Maldegem, in which area the going 
was very tough, duc to heavy rains. 
The liberation of the Scheldt area in 
early November brought six days 
rest in Ghent, and then a move to 
Nijmegen, where the Battery stayed 
till the spring offensive, 

On Febrary 8th the push into Ger- 
many started at ‘Wyler. Then on to 
the Richwald, Hochwald, Undem, 
Goch and Cleve. After waiting in 
Cleve from the second week in March 
to the 1st of April to cross the Rhine, 
the crossing finally took place at Em- 
merich. From there the battery went 
noith into Holland to Heerenveen, 
Teeuwarden and Groningen. During 
the last week of April the battery was 
moved back into Germany to a post- 
tion near Bunde from thre it went 
on to Leer, and at the cessation of 
hostilities was in action at the small 
village of Bagband, south of Aurich, 

(The unit moved back to Amers- 
foort in Holland uring the third 
week in May. Later it was moved to 
Lateren where preparations were 
made for the Victory Parade of June 
6th, Equipment was turned in on 
June 8th, Finally, on November 18th, 
thie long awaited day arrived, and the

EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 


There has not as yet been any ade- 
quate presentation of the govern- 
mynt’s policy regarding _ atomic 
energy and the atomic bomb. An 
indication is that a statement will 
be made when the External Affairs 
estimates are before the House. This 
at least, was the implication of Prime 
Minister King’s remarks when he 
briefly referred to his overseas visit. 
A paragraph from these remarks is 
certainly worth keeping in mind. Mr,

“I believe that the visit of Mr. At- 
lee and myself to ‘Washington to 
confer with President Truman was 
not only a great service to our three 
countries, but that it will prove to 
have been of real service to the whole 
world”

The Need For Confidence 


If IS NOW APPARENT that there are many obstacles in the way 
of permanent peace and security for the world and that the war has left 
many difficult problems which must be solved. Much of the responsibility 
of solving these problems rests with the “Big Three” of the United Nations, 
Great Britain, the United States and Russia, and a great deal of our hope 
for the future rests on the actions and decisions of these great powers. Mr. 
Malcolm MacDonald, High Commissioner for the United Kingdom in 
Canada, dealt with this subject in a recent public address, in which he 
stated that relations between these three nations are of the utmost im- 
portance to the future peace of the world. At the same time, he continued, 
each great power has many vicious critics who seek to stir up suspicion 
and misunderstanding. As an example he recalled how the British people 
have been branded as “selfish reactionaries bent on exploiting weaker peoples 
for their own ends in an outworn imperialism,” 

* * * * * 
In the same spirit critics have declared that the 
people of the United States are materialistic and 
concerned only with furthering their own interests, 
For The Truth and that the Russians wish to promote world revolu- 
tion. Were all these estimates correct, the High Commissioner believed 
that little hope could be held for the future. Fortunately none of them are 
true, but it is important that people take the trouble to find out the truth 
about such matters and that they form their opinions around facts ‘which 
they know to be authentic. In regard to misapprehensions which exist in 
respect to Britain’s relations with her colonies, Mr, MacDonald gave some 
facts which showed that there is neither political nor economic exploita- 
tion, both of which have been included in criticisms of the Empire. It has 
been said that the British wish to hold the Colonial peoples in subjection, 
yet the true facts in this connection are that the British Colonial Admin- 
istration has as its main purpose the training of these people to assume in 
ever-increasing measure the government of their own affairs. 

* * * * * 

Referring to the widespread belief that Britain 
No Funds Sent makes levies on the colonies and that their surplus 
From Colonies revenues are shipped each year to the British 

Exchequer, Mr, MacDonald showed that this is 
wholely untrue and that, on the contrary, the Government in London 
receives no money from them. When the Colonies are unable to raise 
from their own resources sufficient money to promote their welfare, the 
taxpayers in Britain give them the necessary funds. In the last budget 
brought before the British parliament nearly 5,000,000 pounds, which 
amounts to approximately 200,000,000 Canadian dollars was provided for 
expenditure on development and welfare in the Colonies. This was only one 
year’s commitment, and it is planned that larger sums will ke devoted to 
this purpose during the next ten years. The war was won at a tremendous 
cost in human sacrifice and suffering and in order that the victory may 
be permanent it is necessary that distrust and suspicion be replaced with 
confidence, and that we base our convicticns on truth rather than on 
vicious accusations,

New Treatment 
Being Used For Brain Diseases By 
Surgeons In Britain 

A new technique likely to revolu- 
tionize the treatment of brain dis- 
eases is being practised by surgeons 
of Saint Mary's Hospital, London. 
The patient is injected with a solu- 
tion of malachite green dye. The 
effect is to turn the diseased tissues 
in the brain green. The normal tissue 
remains white. So well defined is the 
area of unhealthy tissue that the 
surgeon is able to remove it with- 
out damaging the brain as a waole. 
The London Sunday Express reports 
that the consulting surgeon to the 
hospital has so far carried out 12 
operations with the aid of this dye. | 
He is convinced that it will reduce 
the death rate in brain operations 
not only by ensuring the complete 
removal of the diseased part but by 
preventing a recurrence of the 
trouble. The dye method opens up 
a new approach to the investigation 
of epilepsy, the cause of which is 
still unknown,

Long Range Objectives Are Recom- 
mended At Food Conference 

Agricultural policies and programs 
should be directed to five long range 
objectives recommended the Com- 
mittee on Agriculture at the Food 
and Agriculture Organization Con- 
ference recently held at Quebec City. 
This committee, of which Dr. E, 8S. 
Archibald, Director, Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms, was Chairman, 
summarized the five objectives, which 
are in line with the resolutions passed 
at the Hot Springs Conference as 
follows: 

1. To increase total food produc- 
tion, and especially the production of 
protective foods, to provide the 
means for increased consumption and 
improved nutrition, 

2. To produce the world’s agricul- 
tural products on farm units, which 
are of a size and pattern to utilize 
efficiently improved machinery and 
technology and to secure rural wel- 
fare, 

8. To readjust productions so as 
to emphasize in each region or coun- 
try the products to which it is best 
| fitted and can produce to the best 
comparative advantage, consistent 
with the maintenance or attainment 
of a balanced mixed system of farm- 
ing and the maximum practicable 
diversification of production; and to
